Applicanfs arguments filed 8/15/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the combination of Hidary and Parasnis does not teach the 
claimed features. Particularly, Parasnis does not teach broadcast video containing a URL. 
These arguments are not persuasive because of the following reasons. 

With respect to claim 1 , Hidary of the record teaches sending scheduling information to a 
server for pre-scheduling URL for transmission to users at particular times of day before 
broadcast video information and transmitting television information in the form or television 
programming, i.e., television show, to user. (See col. 5-6, lines 50-14; col. 6, lines 32-41). 
Hidary does not explicitly teach sending scheduling information to the server before video 
information containing URL is distributed to user to enable the server to prepare for an increase 
access load. As indicated in the previous Office action, Parasnis teaches sending scheduling 
information to third party Netshow provider or Netshow server to handle expected load when the 
broadcaster desires to broadcast an audiovisual program, i.e., presentation, over the Internet. It 
is important to note that scheduling information includes title, start/end date & time, URL and 
location to schedule such a presentation broadcast. The URL is used to display a web page that 
contains information concerning the presentation broadcast (see col. 14, lines 43-47; col. 14-15, 
lines 65-1; col. 15, lines 17-22; col. 17, lines 43-65). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the system of Hidary by 
sending scheduling information to server before broadcast presentation containing as taught by 
Parasnis in order to enable the server to efficiently handle the expected load when a number of 
viewers access the server.
